,w E TAKE pleasure in introducing our Nonpareil Combination Rachet Wrench 
W No J together with its attachments for Screw-driver, Bit-Brace, Dn , 
Reamer etc ’ It is made entirely of first quality drop forged steel, consequently is 
much stronger and more durable than malleable iron or cast steel, and being 
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thoroughly practical in every respect, is indispensable to the mechanic’s tool chest. 
Owing to the peculiar and improved mechanical construction, we claim a much 
greater degree of strength, durability, finish and latitude of usefulness than any other 
Wrench in the market. The attachments are made to take different sizes of Screw¬ 
driver, Bit, Drill and Reamer Shanks, either square or Morse taper, and are quickly 
and easly adjusted. 

It may be readily seen by the above cuts that the tools can be used successfully 
at almost any angle, or in any position, and are admirably adapted to the uses of 
engineers, machinists, boiler makers, electricians, plumbers and gas fitters, mill¬ 
wrights, agricultural implement manufacturers and dealers, carriage and wagon 
makers, wood workers, etc. We have spared nothing in the production of our tools,

The set of Combination Tools No. i includes the wrench, two sockets, one for 
screw-driver, bit or reamer shanks, with wood handle for same, and one socket for 
drill shank and feed nut. Morse taper sockets sent only when ordered. 

Directions. 

The Wrench is adjusted and regulated by a right and left screw with thumb 
nut “A.” 

In adjusting bit socket “B,” place the shoulder cutaway next to the thumb 
nut “A,” bringing the opposite shoulder to the bar on which the jaws are adjusted. 
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When the jaws are closed firmly with thumb nut “A” the top of the jaws will 
be brouhgt under the shoulders of the socket “B,” thereby firmly locking the 
attachments in the wrench. 

In placing handle “ C ” upon socket “B,” screw down the thumb nut on handle, 
thereby securing it while in use. 

In adjusting either of the drill attachments “ D, ” either square or Morse taper, 
proceed the same as with socket “ B,” then screw nut “ E ” down on socket, form¬ 
ing a complete drill. 

In the group of illustrations of Combination No. i, cuts H and I represent re¬ 
spectively bit and drill sockets attached, and ready for use according to the directions. 
The other illustrations of the group represent the various parts of the combination 
separately

In using Mammoth Wrench No. 5, which has drill combinations only, the at¬ 
tachments in the part engaging wrench being square instead of flat, depend upon 
security and firmness by closing jaws! which are - 'Slightly bevelled at top on inside, 
upon slight projection or flange on sockets “ F, ” either square or Morse taper; when 
by screwing nut 11 G ” upon socket, a complete and very powerful drill is formed. 

In the group of illustrations of Mammoth Wrench No. 5, cut “ J ” represents 
wrench with drill attachments complete, ready for use; the other illustrations of the 
group represent the separate parts of the drill.
